LUTHERAN MERGER 


Theme of Important Meeting 


at Philadelphia. 


That all the Lutheran churches iu 


this country join iu one great com- 
munity and that the churches of the 
General Council aud the 
General 


Syuod unite under oue name, was the 
spirit of the meeting of Lutheran min- 
isters held last week iu the Church of 
the Holy Communion, Philadelphia. 
The preachers present represented the 
joiut conference of the Pastoral Asso- 
ciation of the General Council Church- 
es and the Ministerial Union of the 
General Synod Cnurcbes of Philadel- 
phia. 


The project to merge the two camps 


of Lutherans is the result of the eflorts 
of the most prominent of their respec- 


tive preachers, and will, it is said, be 
cousumated in honor of the three hun- 
dred and fiftieth anniversary of the 
publication of the Augsburg Confes- 
sion. The meeting was presided over 
by Rev. N. R Melhorn and continued 
during; an entire day, with an inter- 
mission for dinner at the Ritteuhouse 
Hotel. 


The morning session opened with 


addresses by Mr. Melboru, president 
of the Pastoral Association, and Rev. 
F. L. Herrne, president of the Minis- 
terial Union, whostrougly advocated 
closer co-operation between the two 
branches of the Lutheran churches iu 
Philadelphia, as a means of ultimate- 
ly uniting in one Church body. Both 
endeavored to show that there is no 
advantage, but every disadvantage iu 
two churches having the same name 
and the same creed, working inde- 


pendeutly. A number of ministers of 
both divisions spoke to deplore the 
dmerences which hud made a split in 
the Lutheran Church iu 180C aud re- 
sulted it) the breaking away of one 
element from the Geuerul Byuod to 
fouuU the General Council. They in- 
sisted that party btnfe and clillereuces 
be buried and that all the followers of 
Luther join huncin under the govern- 
ment of one. 


Rev. 
J A. Biugmaster, president of 


the Lutheran Theological Seminary at 
Gettysburg, which is under control of 
the General Syuod, was most enthusi- 
astic iu his appeal for uuiou. 


•'The churches of the General Coun- 


cil and the General Synod are so close- 
ly united," he said, "iu history, heri- 
tage, aucestry and labor that it is a 
lolly aud u bhame'for then? to keep up 
their contentious aud their dissen- 
sions- The situation in America tu- 
day demands that Lutherans stand 
together. The Lutheran Church has 
ever stood most 
staunchly against 


negative criticism and Httacks upon 
the Bible, and if it hopes to wage a 
successful battle against 
the uew- 


frangled doctrines and atheistic social- 
ism which are creeping iuto the Pro- 
testant religiou it must preseut a solid 
front. 
"With a common catechism we 


should forget minor diflereuces of 
opinion and come together as childreu 
of the same community."

Rev. 
H. E.Jacobs of the Mount Airv 


Theological Seminary also advocated 
the uuiou of the two parties in the 
Church-which, he said, separately 
had done much good, but could work 
more effectually together.

The sixteenth amendment to the 


constitution, relating to the tax on in- 
comes, is the first since 18G9, when 
the amendment prohibiting restriction 
of suffrage on account of "race, color 
or previous condition of servitude" 
was adopted. The sixteenth amend- 
is unique in that it is the only one 
which restores to the government a 
right previously held or exercised, but 
taken 
away by judicial interpreta- 


tions. 


H was in 1S95 that the supreme 


court, by a vote of 5 to 4, decided that 
Congress bad no right under the con- 
stitution as then worded to levy taxes 
on incomes. The agitation in favor

Abraham Lincoln Not Ungainly 
As the years go fay any anecdote 


concerning Abraham Lincoln becomes 
of interes?. The venerable Dr. Silas 
Hubbard. of Buffalo, is one of the few 
Hvinc meu*wbo fenew auci listened to 
Abraham Lincoln wuile still a lawyer, 
and not Iu politics. He says : 


"I went to the court house at Blootu- 


in.etou, Illinois, iu 18-56. to hear Aba- 
hsni Lincoln defend bis clients. Doc- 
tors Carotbers aud Rogers, against a 
suit claiming damages foruaalpraciice. 


"The plaiutiff, a Mr. Mennug, had 


beeu injured at a fire : both 3egs were 
brobeu and tet by the defendants. 
Flesuiug claimed that tne injured 
limbs were improperly set and treat- 
ed, so ss to cause a penmneutdeform- 
iiy. reiused to pay tiie biU. and sutd 
them for damages. 3Ir. Liueoln. and 
Siuar*, IKS partner, -wished »o post- 
pone the trial ontal the cure was per- 
fected or the damage, if aay, had de-

Mr. Speaker. I am for the Lincoln 


high-way — 72 miles — from Washington 
to Gettysburg. 


Only once did I ever meet Abraham 


Lincoln. That was on the 4th of 
March. 1SG5. when T was clothed in 
the grim harness of war. with my once 
hlue uniform tarnished with grime 
from the red-clay roads of northern 
Georgia. In November, 1S64. I voted 
as an Ohio soldier for Abraham Lin- 
coln for President while on the march 
in western Tennessee — voted in an old 
camp kettle, and we counted the votes 
at night by the light of the bivouac 
fires. I want to vote for a permanent 
and fitting and generous testimonial 
to Abraham Lincoln now, but not for 
a S2.000.000 Greek temple, to com- 
memorate the greatest American of 
nis epoch, who never even learned the 
Greek alphabet. 
[Applause.] 


"We have hundreds of monument1; 


dedicated to Abraham Lincoln now. 
~\Ve have four in this National Capital. 
Under the great central dome stands, 
in white marble. Vinnie Ream's fam- 
ous statue of Abraham Lincoln in the 
plain clothes of an American citizen. 
Only a few feet to the left is another 
statue — head and bust — also in mar- 
ble. 
double heroic size. In Judiciary 


Square, on a raised pedestal, is a full- 
length-statue of Lincoln, also in mar- 
ble. 
In Lincoln Park stands the his- 


toric bronze statue of Lincoln un- 
shackling the slave. So far as I know. 
none of the patriotic people of the 
United States are demanding more 
multiplication of Lincoln statues in 
this city.

Coin was never a student of Greek art 
or Greek sculpture. A Greek temple 
would be an appropriate testimonial 
TO a learned linguist of a national uni- 
versity who had worn out his life in 
teaching the literature of a dead lan- 
guage. or of a Pagan civilization long 
since dead, hut never for a great citi- 
zen 01 this Republic, who never saw j 
the inside of a university in his school 
days and who learned to read books 
at niglit by the lignt of a pine-knot 
nre. Born in a cabin, he breathed 
the untainted air of the woods and 
fields. Born poor, but rich in soul and 
brain and hope ancl courage. Can we 
satisfy the patriotic longings of the 
American 
people to fittingly

memorate the memory of Lincoln- by 
erecting a $2.000.000 Grecian temple 
in the National Capital? I do not be- 
lieve it. "We concede that no more is 
to be said of Abraham Lincoln than 
has already been written. 
History 


has said its last word. We all know- 
that he was. of all public men of his 
time, the simplest in manners, the 
most all-pervading in human sympa- 
thy, the most constant in his devotion 
to his ideals. Nortn or South, he has 
no critics to-day. I met him only once. 
But I stood within 10 feet of Abra- 
ham Lincoln on the 4th of March.

pray, that this mighty scourge of war 
may speedily pass away. With malice 
toward none, with charity for all. with 
firmness in the right, as God gives us 
to see the right, let us strive to finish 
the work we are In. to bind up the 
Nation's wounds, to care for him who 
shall have bourne the battle, and for 
his widow and his orphan."

Lincoln now as I saw him then, a tall. 
gaunt, stalwart man. with deep lines

timent, no patriotic inspiration in the

corn-oils of sculptured marble. 


The hundred* of thousands of visitors 
and 
excursionists to this National 


Cauitol take a far-away look at this 
cold marble pile and then «o on to 
.Mount Vernon. And in the environ- 
ment of the home of George Washing- 
ton, in the association of George Wash- 
ington with his historic mansion, and 
in the presence of his tomb Mount Ver- 
non and not the Washington Monu- 
ment has become our national shrine. 
And it will so remain long after the 
Washington Monument has crumbled 
into dust. 


The most heroic incident in the life 


of Abraham Lincoln was his oration 
on the battle field of Gettysburg. It is 
conceded to be the leading classic in 
the heroic literature of the war period. 
The most valued and heroic incident 
in the life of Abraham Lincoln was his 
oration on this great battle field. Here 
was fought the most desperate, the 
most signal, and the most decisive bat- 
tle of the entire four years' war. Next 
July the last sad remnants of two 
armies—the blue and Hie gray—will 
meet in reunion on the battle field of 
Gettysburg—a continent-wide patriotic 
reunion to proclaim to all the world 
that this Nation-is now one ancl in- 
separable. 
Let the Congress of the 


United States embrace this occasion to 
make that battle field a sacred na- 
tional shrine. Le us build from this 
now overly ornated Capitol a national 
highway, to be known for all time as 
the Lincoln Highway to Gettysburg. 
And on the spot where Lincoln stood 
when he delivered his memorial ora- 
tion on that ever memorable 4th of 
July let us erect a marble tablet, with 
every shining sentence of that immor- 
tal classic cut into solid marble. [Ap- 
plause.] Let us have a memorial to 
Abraham Lincoln with ideals in it— 
ideas of patriotic inspiration. Monu- 
ments have no sympathy, no emotion, 
no voice. Let us Have tokens and 
symbols that are prescient with inspi- 
ration for the future of our country. 
The great present, with its growing 
zeal for humanity, with a culture 
deepened and broadened by science 
and enriched by all history, with its 
strong winged soul of prophecy, hot 
with the blood beats of a realized 
brotherhood claims us, calls us. and 
holds us.

Regulations for Lent of 1913. 


1. All tbe faithful who have com- 


pleted tbeir twenty-Mist year 
are 


bound to observe tbe fast of Lent, un- 
less dispensed for legitimate reasons. 


2. The persons exempted from fast- 


ing are : tbe infirm, those under twea- 
ty-oue years of age. women in preg- 
nancy or nursing infants, those who 
are engaged iu laborious occupations 
and those who are enfeebled by old 
age. 


3. Only oue full meal a day is al- 


lowed for those who are bouud to fast, 
except on Sundays. 


4. On the days on which permission 


is granted to eat meat, both meat aud 
fish are not to be used at tne same 
meal by any one. 


5 
A collation or partial meal is al- 


lowed in the evening. It should never 
exceed eight ounces. 


By virtue of an Indult of the Holy 


See, dated August 3, 1887, the follow- 
ing special dispensations are granted : 


6 
Bread, butter, cheese, fruit of all 


kings, salads, vegetables, fish, milk 
and eggs are permitted at the collation. 


7. It is lawful to drink in tbe moru- 


iug some warm liquid, such as tea, 
eoflee or chocolate, aud to partake of 
a small portion of Dread, not exceed- 
ing two ounces. 


5. The u?e of lard instead of butter 


is allowed iu preparing fish, vege 
tables, etc. 


9. The use of flesh meat, is permit- 


ted at any time on Sundays, and once 
a day on Mondays, Tuesdays, Thurs- 
days and Saturdays, with the excep- 
tion of Ember Saturday aud Holy 
Saturday. 


10. On the above-named days when 


meat is allowed, its use is not restrict- 
ed to oue meal in tbe cases of persons 
exempt from fasting by age or 'labori- 
ous occupation. 


11. When the principal meal can- 


not be conveniently taaeu at midday, 
it is permitted to change the order, 
taking the collation then and the din- 
ner m the evening.

DEATH LISTJF THE WEEK 


INVALID WITH UNUSUAL DIS- 


EASE TURNED TO DEATH 


Edward .Benchoff in Lighting His 
Pipe Set Fire to His Clothing and 


Received Fatal Burns. 


E;nvAi!D BCXCIJOJT, son of David C. 


Bcnchoff, of Highlleld, and grandson 
of the late Col. Win. lienchoff who liv- 
ed in Adams county, near Channian, 
was fatally burned on Friday after- 
noon at his home. Mr. Benohoff had 
been an invalid from an unusual dis- 
ease known as "increased ossification." 
His legs were rigid, bent at the knees 
and immovable. He was confined to 
his room for the past dozen years. 
Friday afternoon he was lighting his 
pipe when the head of the lighted 
match fell on his right leg. His wool- 
en gown was quickly in a blaze and he 
made a frantic effort to extinguish the 
flames. He called out in his agony 
and his mother and sister ran to his 
room. He was all aflame then but 
they grabbed quilts and blankets and 
•wrapped them about him in the effort 
to put out the blaze and save his life. 
Dr." 
Charles Beck, Highfield, and Dr. 


S. B. Thomas of Waynesboro, were 
summoned and did all that was possi- 
ble, 
but the man was too horribly 


burned. He died at 12 o'clock mid- 
night of Friday. His right leg was 
bumed to a crisp and his body and 
face were eaten into by the flames. 
"\Vhen Mrs. Benchoff, who was in the 
Icitchen, heard her son's screams for 
lielp. she started to run upstairs. Be- 
fore she reached there, she was over- 
come and fell to the floor. With re- 
markable will power she got to her 
feet and made her way to her son's 
room. There she was overcome again 
but regained her feet and called to her 
-daughter. Grace, to come to her assist- 
ance. The latter brought "water and 
turew it over the blazing man. Then 
they wrapped blankets about him and 
extinguished the flames but not until 
he had been fatally burned. 
Every 


part of his body.was burned by the 
flames. His beard and mustache were 
burned off and almost all the hair on 
his head. He was not recognizable to 
those who did not know him well. He 
•was conscious to end and did not utter 
.a complaint. Mr. Benchoff made a de- 
-termined effort to save himself. 
He 


was dressed in heavy woolen under- 
clothes and- a big woolen robe. He tore 
fiercely at these with- his hands, to 
pull them from his body. 


Edward Benchoff was a sufferer for 


many years from increased ossifica- 
tion, in the course of which his ten 
dons became Tjones and his muscles 
tendons. The signs of the trouble be- 
gan in his feet, with odd twitchings, 
and then slowly ascended his legs to 
liis torso, leaving the legs very rigid. 
His legs were bent at the knee and 
their position was never changed un- 
less some one lifted them around. 


For twelve ypars he was a prisoner 


in his room. Before that he was able 
TO get around with the aid of two 
cane?. He did a. lot of work in the 
garden, to which lie went on his canes 
until he was tmable to use the canes. 
During all this time Mr. Benchoff had 
s good appetite and nig general health 
Tvas good. Recently a 
number of 


members of the Rouzervllle Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church began holding 
prayer meetings in his room. 


Another son of D. C. Benchoff has a 


like affliction. He is Jacob, aged 22 
years. The increased ossification is 
gripping him as it fastened on his 
brother. He can walk about slowly. 
wl^h the aid of two canes, but his 
progress is uncertain and he freo,uent- 
ly rambles to the ground. Fortunate- 
ly, he was not in his brother's room, 
but down stairs, when the accident 
which caused the older man's death 
occurred. Xone of the brothers or sis- 
ters are afflicted except Jacob.

billasville, May n. 1S71. the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. D. C. Benchoff.

Anna Blake, who accused the 
beneficiary under the second will with 
having forged his uncle's name to it. 


Arnold Jefferson, my clieut. when I 


came to confer with him about his 
case, asked me whether I would de- 
fend a person who confessed himself 
gnilty. 
I said (that I would, where- 


upon he told me that in order to pre- 
Tent bis uncle's property from going 
out of the family and secure it for 
himself he had forged his uncle's name 
to the second will. 


I was somewhat staggered at this, for 


If I proved him innocent T would divert 
the property from the channel in which 
the testator intended it to go and de: 
prive the real owner of it that it might 
go to a criminal. I plied the young man 
with questions as to how he had come 
to .per pet rate such a crime, and,he told 
me that he was in love with a girl 
whom he would like.to marry and'did 
not consider- himself able to do so with- 
out this property. Besides, he believed 
that his uncle was intending to leave 
it to him at the time of his death. 


If I-declined to take the case and l:e 


could get no other lawyer to do so the 
judge would assign him counsel. There- 
fore I proceeded with it- though reluc- 
tantly, for ic is not pleasant for a con- 
scientious lawyer to defend a man who 
has admitted his guilt. I would content 
myself with trying-to get my client-off 
with as light a sentence as possible. 


There was a chance for the young 


man in this—experts in chirography 
would be called who would compare 
the signature to the will with Jeffer- 
son's handwriting. These experts are 
ape to differ in such matters. The 
plainaff called the most prominent one 
of the lot. who declared that my client 
must hare written the signature to the

There was a great deal of confusion 


in wh;;t followed in court- The legal 
aspect of the case had entirely chang- 
ed. 
Two different persons^ had con- 


fessed to have written a signature that 
could only have been written by one. 
After consultation with their client the 
plaintiff's lawyers took the ground that 
the second will was invalid because' 
there was a confession on the part of 
the beneficiary under it that he had 
forged it 
Therefore, the property go- 


ing to Anna Blake under the former 
will, she had no interest in further t 
criminal prosecution. They asked for' 
an adjournment of the court and pro- 
posed to me that if my client would 
sign away ail claim to his uncle's prop-' 
erty they would drop the prosecution 
against him and so far as they were, 
concerned would not prosecute Miss

I declined the proposition on the 


ground that it was impossible to prove 
either of rlie lovers guilty. But they, 
feeling confdent that the chancery 
court wou.d give their client the prop- 
erty under the earlier Trill, dropped the 
matter, and -Jefferson went forth a free 
man.
